Comprehended in the gront scheuio 
which will soon constitute Victoria the 
practical, is it is now the natural, foot 
of Fraser River steamboat navigation 
is a project for a daily mail service 
between Port Townsend and Victoria. 
The two schemes, although not insepar- 
able, are in many respects identical. 
Tho out can bo worked to advan- 
tage while the other may lag; but com- 
bined they would confer great and last- 
ing benefits on the province Under 
the existing state of things our mails 
aro brought every day to Port Towns- 
• end, there to' remain awaiting trans- 
portation to Victoria by the semi- 
weekly steamer. The distance from 
Townsend to Victoria is a scant forty- 
five miles; and it seems strange that 
an effort has not been made to draw 
the attention of tho Dominion Govern- 
ment to the necessity of forwarding 
these mails immediately to Victoria in- 
stead of permitting them to lio at Port 
Townsend from three to four days.- 
Wo have long been of opinion 
that Columbians are shamefully used 
in the matter of mails. Tho ocean 
servico, indeed, lias been almost beyond 
reproach; but wero the overland ser- 
vice daily the ocean mail servico might 
be dispensed with altogether. The de- 
tention at Port Townsend is moro than 
absurd — it is outrageous. Not alone 
are Victorians unfavorably alfected by 
it, but the whole province suffers in 
proportion. Nor does tho evil cease 
with the delay which the incoming 
mail experiences. Letters destined for 
places abroad must remain at Victoria 
until tho departure of the semi-weekly 
steamer or of tho ocean steamer in- 
stead of being dispatched for their des- 
tination the same day on which they 
are mailed here. Down to a very short 
time ago we saw passengers, freight 
and mails bound for Victoria from the 
upper-country detained at a way-port 
on Fraser river for two days in each 
week, unable to continue their journey 
because it pleased the steamboat com- 
panies to delay them en route. By 
vigorous and repeated pounding 
that servico has been improv- 
ed and the period of deten- 
tion greatly reduced ; but there is still 
room for improvement. There should 
be absolutely no detention at any port 
botweeu Victoria and tho head of steam 
navigation, any moro than there should 
be detention between Port Townsend 
and Victoria. The delays aro altoge- 
ther unnecessary. Victoria cannot 
hold her place as the trade centre of 
tho Province if they are allowed to 
continue. There must be a radical 
chainre. So far as regards the inland 
mail service the outcry against the 
meagre facilities now afforded will force 
the companies which control the traffic 
to cease the wasteful system of handl- 
ing goods between Victoria and 
Yale or provoke a vigorous oppo 
sition. That evil, which bears so 
heavily on the commercial interests of 
' the country, will cure itself. Capital 
seeking investment will be sure to see 
in the Through to Yale project a prolit- 
able enterprise. The Port Townsend 
service must be reformed from Ottawa. 
The Dominion government, which will 
save under the new contract for carry- 
ing the mails via the ocean some 
§25,000 per annum, should be impor- 
tuned to devote a portion of that econ- 
omy to securing a daily mail servico 
from the Sound. The Board of Trade, 
which has already achieved much good, 
might approach the Dominion govern- 
ment with every assurance that their 
views will meet with approval. 

$;0,000 LOAN BY-LAW. 

The voting on this by-law will take 
place to-morrow. Last night's meet- 
ing placed the question fairly before 
the ratepayers, who may now vote un 
derstandingly upon it. Wo are of 
opinion that as the loan will not increase 
taxation; as it will enable the Council 
to place the waterworks in an efficient 
state and improve the quality of the 
water; that as it will return to the city 
tho large sum tf $15,000 advanced on 
water svorks account; and that as it will 
admit of many improvements within 
the municipality being undertaken, it 
ought to be adopted.

A Sormon— By a Layman of British 
Columbia. 

SUBJECT — THE CLAIMS OF CHRISTIANITY. 

"Pure roligion and undetllcd heloro God and tho 
Father is this: To visit the fathering and widows In 
their affliction and to kcop himself unspotted from 
tlio world.- James, chap. 1, v. 27. 

In these few words are expressed 
the sum and substanco of Christianity. 
In the purity of life therein enjoined, 
and tho sympathy inculcated for those 
iu affliction, we learn that Christianity 
means being good and doing good. 
Without such combination the christian 
character is incomplete. TV -el's 1 " 011 
[jure and undefiled must iC associated 
with visits to those affliction.^ Mere 
purity without kindness or kindness 
without purity aro insufficient. The 
purity and tho kindness riuist operato 
in harmony with each other. Purity 
with a heart untouched by kindly 
emotions for our fellow creatures is a 
dry bono. Benevolence with defilement 
is equally unacceptable. Regarding 
self-righteousness, overlooking consid- 
eration for our follow creatures as be- 
ing one of the prevailing features of 
tho a<re, our remarks will be mainly di- 
rected to that issue. Thero aro those 
who would not miss a prayer meeting 
on any consideration; who no matter the 
difficulties interposing would reproach 
themselves by such omission as guilty 
of an offonce, and yet whose hearts 
with regard to others aro cold as a 
itone. Such desire to win heaven by 
mere faultless attention to devotion, 
involving only solicitude for personal 
salvation is about tho meanest and 
most selfish thing going. Religion in 
modern tim"s has been too much re- 
garded as consisting of regular atten- 
dance at church, leaving ignored acts 
of love and charity. And never was 
there a time in which greater encour- 
agement was given to such delusion 
than in the present day by the undue 
importance attached to church obser- 
vances. Forms, ceromonies, posture, 
have in the Episcopal Church become 
the subjects not only of debate but of 
contention, as if really matters of vital 
consideration. Immense importance 
has been attached to what has been 
called apostolic succession. But a fow 
years since the ministers of another 
church were called together from one 
end of the world to another to take in- 
to consideration tho dogmas of "Tho 
Immaculate Conception," and the "In- 
fallibility of tho Pope." In the pro- 
minence given to such matters tho true 
character of Christianity is lost sight of, 
for this undue regard to the letter kill- 
eth and Christianity as the result of it 
is in danger of becoming an insipid for- 
mality. 

While cheerfully admitting that 
churches, as an institution, havo done 
good service to. mankind, wc neverthe- 
less consider that religion in the present 
day has become too much an affair of 
churches and too little of chrintainity. 
The plain fact is, Christianity has lost 
much of former influence, because it 
has lost its heart. To be effective in 
that influence men must feel that 
Christianity is the good thing repre- 
sented, that out of its goodness it does 
good to them. Naturally it will bo 
said, if Christianity be the good thing 
represented, give us a taste of it. The 
simple declaration of its excellence 
without evidence is of no avail. This 
does not necessarily mean that wo aro 
to drain our pockets to every appeal; 
but that wo ho always ready with the 
kind word and doed. Whata different 
world this would be if such feelings 
were more general, and haw much more 
would Christianity be honored and 
revered. 

It is a common error with some who 
call themselves Christians that instead 
of giving tho cup of cold water, which 
rightly offered is to bring a prophet's 
reward, they givo the cold shoulder. 
Tho pulpit teachings of the present 
day are confined to teaching of per- 
sonal holiness rather than of Christian 
love and sympathy. In the life of our 
Divine Master when on earth, if he 
taught in the synagogue ho' also healed 
the sick; indeed, it is snid "he went 
about doing good." Christianity as 
represented in the present day is by no 
means conspicuous in such going about 
and doing good as part of religious 
duty. How- seldom are sermonsdelivered 
from the text, beginning with these 
words, "I was sick and ye visited Mo ; 
naked, hungry and ill prison, and ye 
ministered unto Me ;" and yet wo are 
told that at tho last grand assize it is 
because of this done to the least of 
these, my brethren, there is to bo the 
heavenly reward. 

The Christianity of tho New Testament 
means something moro than creeds and 
churches, and if only thus represented 
loses its force and value. It seeks a 
widor fleld for action than mere re 
sponse to the church bell and requires 
for its fulfilment tho exercise of that 
kindness displayed by the good Samar 
itan. It is identified with that pouring 
of the oil and wine into the wounds of 
suffering humanity there represented, 
so that the blessings of those that were 
ready to perish might bo experienced. 
Christianity not thus recognized is 
without vitality, and deficient in that 
vivifying influence which should be 
part of its nature. Christianity, in 
short, means being good, and doing 
good, as set forth in the words of tho 
text, "Pure religion and undefiled, be- 
fore God and tho Father, is this: to 
visit the fatherless and the widows in 
i heir affliction and to keep himself un- 
Bpottod from the world." W. K. B.

Tho London School Board have a 
storo from which they supply books 
and stationery to their schools, num- 
bering rather moro than threo hun- 
dred; and they employ therein ft staff 
of a superintendent and twenty-threo 
assistants. They have also eighteen 
clerks in the finance dopartinont, and 
thirty-throo in other departments. 

At Dunkeld a movement has been 
set on foot for closing tho Po3t-ofEco on 
Sunday forenoons, and at Glasgow a 
revivalist preacher has been bound 
over to keep tho peace for maliciously 
breaking the windows of aSunday tram- 
car. Tho Duufermil Town Council 
has declined by a voto of 15 to 3 to 
allow the public baths to be open from 
7 to 9 o'clock on Sunday morning. 

Tho system of publishing an intend- 
ed wedding by means of a board ex- 
posed outside tho office of the local re- 
gistar, which was introduced in Scot- 
land something like eighteen months 
ago, is coming much more into voguo 
than had at first been expected. Some- 
thing liko one-fourth of all the mar- 
riages which took place last year north 
of tho Tweed wero advertised in this 
manner, the other three-fourths having 
been announced by the old system of 
banns. In Greenock 15 per cent, 
wero "published" last year, and 55 per 
cent, proclaimed ; in Glasgow 10 per 
cont. wero "published" and GO per cent 
proclaimed. 

Arguing from the tactics pursued at 
the recent Oxford election, tho London 
World asserts that the Conservative 
Opposition is certain to be compact; it 
is not less certain to be bitterly and 
unscrupulously factious. A glance at 
the motions of which Conservative 
members have givon notice reveals tho 
intention first to harass tho government 
by every means which partisan ingen- 
uity can doviso ; secondly, to push to 
the front the greatest possible quantity 
of issues which may havo the effect of 
dividing the Liberal party. Of course, 
in doing this, the opposition will be 
perfectly within its right ; it would 
have done it, perhaps, under any cir- 
cumstances ; it will certainly do it with 
the greater pertinacity and zest be- 
cause of tho defeat which Sir William 
Harcourt has sustained at Oxford. 

Under the head of "Below the Bell," 
the London World points out editorial- 
ly that Mr. Hall, who supplanted Sir 
William Harcourt at Oxford, has little 
reason to be proud of the triumph lie 
has won. Tho whole struggle has been 
thoroughly discreditable to tho Conser- 
vatives engaged in it, and tho victors 
are not justified by their success. In a 
town in which publicans have more 
power than parsons or priests, Mr. Hall 
is supremo over the publicans. He is 
a great brewer, and an extensive owner 
of public-houso property. His chief 
supporter is another gentleman who 
answfrs to tho samo description. Tho 
general elections took place at a time 
unfavorable to Mr. Hall's interests. It 
was Easter week, and many of his 
henchmen were absent on a brief holi- 
day. The consequence was that the 
champion of the licensed victuallers 
and of the established constitution in 
Church and State was defeated by ten 
votes. 



Ho^ato'a Arctic Steamship. 

The steamer Ouluaro was success- 
fully launched last evening from the 
Alexandria Marino Railway Company's 
docks, in tho presence of Secretary 
Thompson anil his daughter, Captain 
Howgate and his wife, Mr. Snyder, 
President of the Marino Railway Com- 
pany; Captain Chester, of the Gulnure; 
and others. The Gulnare is an iron 
steamer of 225 tons burthen, 110 feet 
in length, and 21 feet breadth of beam. 
The thin iron plates, which aro gener- 
ally regarded as a sufficient protection 
against the violence of the winds and 
waves, have in this case been reinforc- 
ed on each side an entiro new wooden 
frame of white oak on tho inside, lined 
throughout with heavy four-inch ceil- 
ing. The outside is sheathed with 
three-inch oak plank, fastened through 
and through, the whole giving a strong 
shell of wood and iron fourteen inches 
in thickness. The bow on the outside 
is iron-plated, fourteen feet from the 
stem and ton feet up and dowu. In 
the outside the bow is built up with 
threo heavy breast-books, fitted in 
solid, while throughout the entiro ves- 
sel heavy oak beams run from sido to 
sido at tho water-mark. The engino is 
is of 250-horso power, with two 30- 
inch cylinders and a 21-inch stroke. 
The vessel is brig-rigged, and iB fitted 
out with an entire new suit of sails 
and now sparo sails. The vessel will 
be brought to tho Washington Navy 
Yard, wtiere the work of loading will 
bo .begun at once. She will bo provis- 
ioned for two years for twenty-fivo 
men, with canned pemraican. Fur 
clothing will bo secured along tho 
Greenland coast. Tho expedition, it 
is thought, will sail in Juno, 4 and the 
ressel will make its -way as far as 82 
north latitude, where a double-frame 
wooden house, built in this city, will 
be erected, and tho rest of the journey 
will bo bv land. — Washington Star, 
May Sth."

PuTjlio Moetin? at tho 0it7 Hall. 

A public moeting, convened by the 
Mayor, was held at the City Hall last 
night to take into consideration the ques- 
tion whether tho sum of §70,000 shall be 
borrowed on tho credit, of tho city or 
not. His Worship the Mayor took 
tho Chair, shortly aftor 8 p. m., when 
tho number of those present did nut ox- 
ceod 100. 

The Chairman, having called the moot- 
ing to order, briefly explained tho object 
of the meeting, and said as the views of 
those who had signed tho petition were 
not known ho thought it would be well t'j 
diBcuss tho question, but he did not think 
it would be proper to take a vote on the 
question as it was impossible to toll who 
amongst thoso present woro entitled to a 
vote and who not. Ho held that the 
Council would have been recreant to its 
duty if it had not put sonic such proposi- 
tion as tho present ono before tho real- 
estate owners. They could either approve 
of it or reject it. It was a mistake to im- 
agine that the matter was a party quc3- 
tio'n, but still it had come to his know- 
ledge that cortain partizans went round 
town and shouted, "We'll beat them," 
"we'll beat thorn." Who, his Worship 
would ask, wero they going to beat? They 
could not beat him, for, as ho had ex- 
plained in the public prints, although ho 
was in favor of tho loan, it was no matter 
of importance to him which way the vote 
went. If they beat anybody at all it 
would bo themselves. He would now call 
upon some one of the eloquent signers of 
the petition to address the meeting pro or 
con. Ho noticed amongst tho signatures 
thoso of Mr. Williams and Mr. W. Wil- 
son. 

The audience by this time had increas- 
ed to some 250. 
i After a brief pause Mr. W. Wilson, M. 
P.P., took tho rostrum and stated that he 
regretted none of tho councillors had ex- 
plained the necessity, if any there be, for 
raising tho additional loan of 870,000 for 
waterworks. Ho contended that tho pre- 
sent was a particularly inopportune time 
to increase tho indebtedness of tho city. 
Tho debt already amounted to a mortgage 
of $425on every proporty-ownor in thocity 
and ho did not think it desirable to increase 
that mortgage. The population of the 
city had decreased of lato and there were 
many stores to lot. Ho belicvod thoro 
was now and had been for soveral years 
past a sufficiency of water, the only ques- 
tion being one of quality. Ho then re- 
ferred to Mr. Hendry's scheme, and 
whilst giving him credit for boing a first- 
class mechanic, submitted that ho was in- 
experienced as to tho construction and 
management of waterworks. According 
to his scheuio an allowance of 25 gallons 
of water per head was made and on that 
calculation, assuming that a temperance 
man liko Mr. Shakespeare required that 
amount por diem, tho contemplated sup- 
ply would bo Btifliciont for n population of 
50,000, i.e. on tho supposition that a ma- 
jority had a weakness for something 
stronger tiian water pure. H,e continued 
to review tho schomo at some length, sub- 
mitting that it was prematura and con- 
tending that the mortgage on property 
was already quite sufficient. If tho audi- 
enco did not think so ho did. Ho thought 
the Council would bo foolish to kill the 



goose that laid tho golden egg by borrow- 
ing more money, the tax in this caso be- 
ing, of courso, tho eg/? and tho real estate 
owner the unfortunate goose. If tho cor- 
poration had' more money than it knew 
what to do with ho would voto for this 
loan and would also vote that a portion of 
it bo put into a bridge at tho foot of John? 
son street (laughter). Under tho circum- 
stances he would have to vote against it. 

Mr. Foil said ho was entirely opposed 
to tho borrowing of more money. Thero 
had been too much of that sort of thing al- 
ready. Every council had its pet scheme 
and tho vory building thoy were now as- 
sembled in had been erected under falso 
pretences. Ho behoved thero was an 
abundance of water for the next twenty 
years to come. They had managed very 
well in the past even when thoy had only 
their wells to rely upon. Tho city had 
not burned down then, nor had it since; 
and even if the pipes wero to burst it 
would only take three or four hours to 
patch them up. Let tho Council spend the 
revenue of the current year and no more 
and let the ratepayers put their veto on 
tho existing system of borrowing and get- 
ting deeper into debt. 

Mr. J. W-. Caroy, after briofly alludiifg 
to the Mayor's letter, which ho said was 
iin oxccellunt document, proceeded to 
irgue that tho loan would materially in- 
crease the existing rate of taxation as 
well as tho cost of water. Under the 
present arrangements, supposing tho rate- 
payers wero foolish enough to snnction 
tho proposed loan, tho debentures would 
not be floated at more than 75 cents on the 
dollar. Ho then procoodod to call in 
question tho figures submitted by Mr. 
Hendry in his scheme, contending that 
they wero utterly erroneous. In hh 
opinion tho present supply of water was 
sufficient for 20 years to come if only 
pipes of proper dimensions were laid. He 
argued that it was wrong to tax vacant 
lots simply bocause they did not drink tin. 
water and that it was an impossibility fur 
any corporate body to borrow money 
without paying for it ono way or the 
other. Ho would liko to know the. trick 
of borrowing money without paying for it. 

Coun. McLean said that ho did not in- 
tend to tako such a despondent view of 
the question as Mr. W. Wilson and other 
sneakers had done. Tho real indebted- 
ness of tho city had been very greatly 
exaggerated, far as a' matter of fact it did 
not exceed some 8107,000. It was unfair 
to hold tho present Council responsible 
for the manner in which tho water works 
had been originally constructed or for tho 
way in which previous loans had been ox- 
ponded. Ho contended that with judi- 
cious management pure water and a co- 
pious supply of it could bo supplied to the 
inhabitants at a reasonablo rato and 
without increasing taxation. For the last 
three years thoy had boon spending a 
quarter of one per cent, from the goneral 
revenuo on water. That was a fact that 
could not be denied. Tho Council now 
camo before tho community with an hon- 
est endeavor — 

A voice — What about tho Sunday 
bylaw? 

Coun. McLean — 1 am prepared to go 
boforo tho community on that and will 
vonturo to state that I would be sustain- 
ed on it. I am only sorry that it was not 
put in force. 

After an explanation from Mr. Wilson 
with reference to the figurcsho had quoted, 
Coun. Shakespeare said that ho was op 
posed to tho loan. Ho had stated so in 
the City Council; but had also said that 
if Johnson Stroot Ward was in favor of 
it he would give it his support. Since 
then he had ascertained the wishes of his 
constituents and ho had failed to find tho 
second mar. in favor of it. He then pro- 
ceeded to contend that it was most unde- 
sirable that the existing Council should 
bo entrusted with tho expend tur 
of tho loan. When thoy fiist iuuk 
office they had at.cmptod to incro • 
tho number of officials and their salaries, 
but ho had objected to it. Ho referred 
to the "obnoxious and heartrending side- 
walk bylaw," and submitted that it was 
most arbitrary. He asked his hearers to 
lilaco no confidence in the statement pub- 
lished in tho papers that a number of 
streets would be ropaired and built if the 
ioan was obtained. That wa3 only a bait 
thrown out to catch tho voters. Ho in- 
tended to vote against tho loan and ho 
hoped his hearers would do so also. 

Coun. Boyd Haid that, being an advo- 
cate of economy, ho was opposed to tho 
loan; the present depressed state of trade 
did not warrant further indebtedness. On 
every side vacant housos and stores were 
to bo seen and thoro did not appear any 
immcdiato prospect of improvement. 
Enough money had already been thrown 
away in introducing rotton water, and he 
was satisfied that next year the revenue 
collected from waterworks instead of •in- 
creasing would diminish. He thought it 
would be much more to the credit of the 
Council if, instead of proposing to borrow 
870,000, they had exerted themselves to 
save that amount. 

Mayor Turner said that Coun. Boyd 
had boon one of the strongest advocates 
fur repairing the dam at tho waterworks 
in ordei to socuro puro water. The water 
to-day was vory much better and purer 
than it had ever been before; but because 
it had cost a great deal of money to bring 
it to this satisfactory condition, that was 
no reason why tho presont Council or 
those for several years past should be 
blamed. Thoy were not rospons.ble for 
the original construction of tho works, 
He submitted that if the investment of 
additional capital in .viy business would 
result in a profitable rate of interest, a 
firm was quito justified in borrowing the 
amount. This was the case with the Cor- 
poration. They wanted to borrow §70,000 
and by tho scheme that had been devised 
tho rato of taxation would not bo increas- 
ed in tho least. To raise tho loan would 
only cost 80,000 per year, a sum which 
would be more than counterbalanced by 
increased revenue, otc. Mr. Wilson had 
said that it would not do to kill tho goose 
that laid tho golden egg. That ho (Mr. 
Turner) was prepared to admit — if they 
killed tho water works they would deprive 
tho city of tho handsomo revonuo which 
might by proper management bo derived 
from them. With reference to Mr. Hen- 
dry's scheme he would stato that he had 
before him a vory able and valuable work, 
— Humber on Water Supply — which was 
endorsed by many of tho most eminent 
engineora of England, and which, by a 
poculiar coincidence, thoroughly boro out 
Mr. Hendry in his proposition to construct 
a service reservoir. He was persuadod in 
his mind that with a judicious expendi- 
ture of $50,000 tho waterworks, which 
had hitherto been a bug-bear, might bo 
converted into a vory profitable sourco of 
rovenuo. 

Mr. R. Jonkinson askod when — in the 
event of tho trifling loan of S70,000 being 
refused— the §15,000 borrowed from the 
city by tho water works would bo repaid/ 

The Mayor replied that he really could 
not say. 

Mr. Jenkinson Bpoke strongly in favor 
of tho loan and said that ifc was absolutely 
necessary to havo a copious sup- 
ply of pure wator in ordor to avoid a 
disastrous conflagration or a droadful epi- 



Tho Muyor, in conclusion, said that 
Mr. Hendry's scheme was exactly the 
same as that in force in the city of Aber- 
deen whero tho water works wero a great 
success. It would not do to say that be 
cause times are dull it was not "right tt 
float tho loan. Tho water works, much 
as thoy had cost tho city, were in reality 
cheap, for thoy had greatly ouhanced tho 
value of property in all quarters. Under 
tho circumstance* ho would ask tho rate- 
payers to vets in favor of tho loan, be- 
lioving, as ho did, that it would provo of 
,'reat benefit to tho city. To him, indi 
vidually, it did not mattor much which 
way tho question was decided.

Ontario. 

Tho examination of candidates in this. 
Province for admission to this college is j 
now being proceeded with. Tho college 
is established for'tho purpose of imparting | 
a completo education in all branches of 
military tactics and fortification, ongi 
neering and gonoral scientific knowledgo 
in subjects connected with and necessary 
to a thorough knowledge of tho military 
profession. The commandant of tho col- 
lego is Colonel Howett of tho Royal Engi 
neers, who has, as his assistants, other 
scientifically educated officors and able 
professors. Candidates for admission are 
not accepted under 15 or over 18 years of 
age. A modical certificate that tho candi 
date is in perfect health and fitness ai.d 
up to a fixed physical standard has to I 
furnished, preliminary to his being allow] 
od to present himself before tho board ot 
examiners. He has then to undergo an 
examination such as thoso only who hat 6 
had superior opportunities and beon dill- 
genb in studying need hope to pass. Thoso 
preliminary examinations aro held an- 
nually and simultaneously (even to the 
k >ur of commoncing and closing each sub- 
ject) in tho Dominion and England. In 
respect to the latter placo, only thoso 
whoso paronts reside in Canada aro eligi- 
ble for admission to tho collogo. Local 
boards to conduct tho examination aro 
appointed by his Excellency tho Governor 
Goneral-in-Council; for British Columbia 
tho board is composod of Lieut. -Colonel 
Houghton, D. A. G.,and Capt. Dupont, 
V.G.A. Tho number of cadota admitted 
boing limited tho examination is competi- 
tive, and tho system of conducting it is 
such that thoro is no possibility of favor- 
itoism, and tho pernicious offoct of politi- 
cal influoiico is absolutely excluded. Thu 
government of Canada pay tho transpor- 
tation expenses to and from tho college of 
tho successful r»ndidatesandfurnish board, 
oducation and attendance on each cadit 
freo of charge. The sum of §200 for tho 
first yoar, and §150 for oach succeeding 
yoar, has to be paid in advanco by tho 
parents and guardians to provide and 
koep tho cadot in tho necessary uniform, 
and other requirements of clothing, all of 
which are furnished from tho military 
stores at cost prico. An account is kept, 
of this advance, and any surplus is re- 
turned at tho ond of each year. In addl- | 
tion to other prizes, bucIi as commissions 
in tho permanont and paid staff and ser- 
vico of Canada, four commissions are 
given annually by tho Imperial govern- 
ment, viz., one in the cavalry, ono in tho 
R >yal Artillery, ono in the Royal Engi- 
noors, and ono in tho lino. Apart, how- 
ever, from tho military profoasion, the ad- 
vantages of admission to tho college aro 
very great. From it arn turnod out highly 
trained citizens, and so thorough an edu- 
cation is imparted that a royal military 
college certificate is a most valuable re- 
commendation for employment at homo 
or abroad. The discipline of tho college 
is very strict and ensures young men from 
falling into dissipated or idle habits. As- 
sociations also are formed with many com- 
ing leading men. So far no candidate has 
been successful from this Province in ob- 
taining admission, but with tho opportu- 
nities now availablo for preliminary edu- 
cation no doubt ■ British Columbia will 
soon have her representative at the col- 
lege. Notico is given in tho Canada 
Gazette of the day, placo of examination, 
and of tho vacancies to be compoted for, 
and each intending candidate is roquired 
ro send to tho adjutant-general at Ottawa, 
not less than one month beforo tho exam- 
ination is held, an application accompanied 
by a cortified abstract from tho register of 
his birth, or in default a declaration by 
one of his paronts or guardians before a 
magistrate, giving his exact age; alto ,\ 
certificate of good moral character from a 
clergyman or the head of the school at 
which tho candidate has attended for at 
least two preceding years.

PROPOSED LOAN FOR WATER

HE MAYOR AND COUNCIL BEG 
to placo before tiio Ratepayers tlio 
scheme of the Water Works Engineer for 
patting tho City Water Works in a com- 
plete condition. 

To carry out ttu> work a loan of §70,000 
is necessary, anil the following particulars 
place the matter as clearly as possible be- 
fore the Ratepayers for their judgment 
thereon. Should the loan bo effected and 
the work carried out tho increase in water 
rents resulting therefrom will be about 
20 per cent. This increase within two 
years will bo ample to moot tho amount 
annually required for interest and sinking 
fund of tho lo;in. Tho Water Works at 
present are" heavily indebted to tho City 
for amounts taken from gonoral rcvonue 
for reconstruction of tho head works. 
This expenditure was necessary in order 
to continue tho present supply of water 
and to prevent tho onttro destruction of 
the previously constructed works at Bea- 
ver Lako. Tho said expenditure has ab- 
sorbed nearly the whole of tho surplus re- 
venue of tho City for tho curroiit year, 
and should it not bo repaid by moans of 
a loan further works on streets will be 
impossible without increased taxation. 
Tho loan of §70,000 is intended to carry 
out tho scheme of tho Water Works En- 
gineer and to repay to thogonor.il revenue 
fur public works the amount already ex- 
pended at tho dam and elsewhere, which 
is nearly 815,000. 

Tho Ratepayers aro referred to tho En- 
gineer's report published in The Colonist 
on March 2cith and to tho following 

scheme. 

City Hall, 22nd March, 1880. 
To His Worship the Mayor 

and Municipal Council. 
Gentlemhn, — In compliance with the 
resolutions requesting mo to draught a 
schomo for the extension of mains and a 
better supply of water for the high levols 
of the City, I have iho honor to report, 
that after taking into consideration the 
probable largo increase of population, 
and to guard against the necessity of 
be ng compelled to enlargo the main con- 
duit pipe for many years, 

1 would suggest that it will be nocess- 
ary to adopt the principle of a high and 
low service reservoir as I find that the 
high service reservoir to bo effective 
must bo constructed at an elevation above 
the level of the water in Elk Lake, and 
in order to obtain the delivery of the 
greatest quantity of water in tho City and 
to effectively s.ipply tho high levels I 
would suggest that tho 11 inch main bo 
extended fr nn Douglas street along Pan- 
dora street, say to the neighborhood of 
tho lioyal Hospital, as that would give 
an elevation of 135 feot above high water 
mark sufficiently high to supply all the 
thickly populated parts of the City. 

A reservoir built at the point suggested 
would have the following advantages: 
The level of the water in tho reservoir 
„ would be 53 feet below tho level 
of tho water in Elk Lako, and 48 
feet will bo available for tho delivery 
of water from tho above sourco which 
will give a theoretical delivery of 37,000 
gallons per hour; running continually will 
give a supply sufficient fur a population of 
30,000 inhabitants allowing 2b gallons 
per head per day and by discharging 37,- 
000 gallons per hour 10 feot aoovo the 
level of the water ill Reservoir and by 
oausing it to pass through a hydraulic on- 
.gine it will develop sufficient power to 
raise 3,000 gallons per hour through a 
6 inch pipe into the high servico reser- 
voir which may bo built on the high rock 
at tho top of Fort street, at an elevation 
• of 200 feet above high water mark, or 8 
feet above ti e level of tho water in Elk 
Lake, and that quantity would bo suffi- 
cient for a population of 3,000 inhabit- 
ants. It in intended that thero will be 
no connection between tho service pipes 
of high and low service reservoirs excopt 
in case of fire. As to sizo of reservoirs 
required, I would suggest that the low 
service reservoir bo built to hold 1,500,000 
gallons, or, say, 140 feet square and 12 
•feet deep, and the high service ono to 
hold (iO.OOO gallons, or, say, 30 feet square 
mid 12 feot deep; and while selecting tho 
best plan for the construction of said re- 
servoirs I may add that in all well regu- 
lated cities it is an established principle 
that in building reservoirs to contain water 
for domestic uso they should bo built so 
a-s to bo ablo to contain tho greatest quan- 
tity of water in the smallest pussiblo area 
and covered so as to exclude tho light, as 
light is very injurious to water stored in 
a reservoir and intended for domestic use; 
and to carry out that principle I propose 
to build tho reservoirs by blasting out 4 
feet of fhe ruck and using tho rock pro- 
vided by that means for building the bal- 
ance of tho wall, which would be 8 feet 
high, and that will make tho reservoir 12 
feet deep, the roof to be supported by cast 
iron columns. The cost of carrying out 
and completing the above scheme will not 
exceed 550,000, to which must bo added 
§10,000 which will bo required to com- 
plete the filter beds; but should you seo 
fit to adopt the proposed scheme I am 
prepared to furnish you detailed plans and 
specifications fur tho same. 

In conclusion I may add that I am 
aware that it is generally accepted as a 
fact that there is a natural reservoir at the 
head of Fort street and that thero ia no- 
thing to do but to turn tho water into it; 
but I find that to attempt to carry tho 
water to one common reservoir that would 
partially supply tho hi< ll levels the differ- 
ence between tho level of the water in 
reservoir and. evel of water in Elk Lako 
is so small, being only 25 feet, tho differ- 
ence in the quantity of water dolivered in 
tho city by comparison would be to one 
common reservoir at the high level, but 
not sufficiently high to be effective for all the 
building<, and from a head of 25 feet tho 
main conduit pipe will deliver 23,000 gal- 
lons per hour, and by the proposed scheme 
from, a hoad of 48 feet tho main conduit; 
pipo will deliver 37.000 per hour, 3,000 o 
which will bo effective for the highes 
buildings on tho high levels, while the r 
would also bo a saving in pipe as well a 
a more oiiectivc pressure on.thc city ma in 
in caso of tiro. I am aware that Gold 
stroain has still some advocates who 
believo that the supply should have been 
obtained from that sourco; but without 
stopping to discuss that point I may say 
that, from whatever source tho supply is 
obtained, the proposed scheme is oqually 
required by all.

And whereas it will requiro tho sum of 
Six Thousand Three Hundred and Forty 
Dollars to be, raised annually by special 
rato for the payment of the said debt and 
interest, as is hereinafter niontioned. 

And whereas tho amount of tho whole 
rateable property of tho said Corporation 
of tho City of Victoria according to the 
last revised Assessment Roll being for tho 
year 1879 was S2,G55,820, irrespective of 
any future increase of the ratcablo pro- 
perty of the Municipality and of any in- 
come in tho nature of tolls, interest or 
dividends from tho work, and also irre- 
spective of any income from the tempor- 
ary investments of tho .sinking fund or 
of any part thereof. 

" And whereas for paying tho interest and 
creating a yearly sinking fund for paying 
tho said principal of §70,000 and interest 
a-s hereinafter niontionod, it will requiro 
an equal aunual special into of one-fourth 
of ono per cent, on the dollar. 

Be it therefore unacted by the Mayor 
and Council of tho Corporation of the City 
of Victoria: 

1. That it shall bo lawful for tho Mayor 
of the City to raiso by way of loan from 
any porson or persons, body or bodies 
corporate, who may bo willing to advance 
the samo upon tho credit of tho deben- 
tures hereinafter niontioned, a sum of 
money not exceeding in tho whole the 
sum of $70,000, and causo tho same to bo 
paid into tho hands of tho Treasurer of 
the said Corporation for tho purpose and 
with tho object above recited. 

2. That it shall bo lawful for tho said 
Mayor to cause any number of debentures 
to be made for such sums of money as 
may bo required not less than §100 each, 
and that tho said debentures shall be 
sealed with the seal of tho said Corpora- 
tion of tho City of Victoria and be signed 
by th'y said Mayor. 

3. That tho said debentures shall bo 
made payable in twenty-five years at the 
fan host from tho day hoieinafter men- 
tioned for this Bylaw to take effect at tho 
office of tho Treasurer of tho Corporation 
of tho said City of Victoria, and shall 
have attached to thorn coupons for tho 
payment of the interest. 

4. That tho said debentures shall bear 
interest at and after the rato of Seven por 
cent, per annum front the date thoroof, 
which interest shall be payable half-yearly 
at the ofiico of tho Treasurer of the Mu- 
nicipality. 

5. That for the purposo of forming a 
sinking fund for tho payment of tho said 
debentures and tho interest at tho rate 
aforesaid to become duo thereon, an equal 
special rato of ono-fourth of ono por cent, 
on tho dollar shall, in addition lo all 
other rates, bo raised, levied and collected 
in each year upon all rateablo property in 
tho said Municipality during tho continu- 
ance of the said debentures or any of 
them.
